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1. Our first opportunity to cheek on the Communists 
will come during the period of withdrawal of foreign forces 
as provided for In the agreement. The ICC will have a 
function In respect to withdrawal of foreign forces, but 

in any case, we have adequate Intelligence means at our 
disposal to verify Viet Minh withdrawals. 

2. As part of the settlement In Laos there would 
necessarily be an agreement among the three parties on 
the integration and demobilization of forces. Thl 3 agree- 
ment would, of course, prevent any party from taking mili- 
tary advantage over the others during Integration-demo- 
bilization. The process Is expected to take many months 
so that there will be ample opportunity to see whether 

or not the Communist are carrying out their part of the 
agreement. If they do not, the FAR would not be expected 
to either. 

3. During the crucial election period we will be able 

to see whether the Communist use force and terrdism to 
bring off an illegal victory. A 

4. If they cannot win ^legally we will see whether 
or not the Communist will peacefully accept a subordinate 
position in a neutral Laos. 
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
